WORK1WS HEAD WAS GROUND TO PIECES 


Car Repairer Killed 
At The Terminals; 
BrotberSaw Death 


Moses Boyles, 40, of Fullerton, Ky., a car re- 


pairer at the N. &W. terminals, was run down and 
instantly killed in the East Portsmouth yards by a 
yard engine in charge of Dave Reed, a hostler, 
about 7:30 o'clock Friday morning. His body was 
horribly mangled, his head being completely sever- 
ed from his body, and ground into a shapeless mass 
beyond recognition. One arm was cut off just be- 
low the elbow, while his back was crushed almost to 
a jelly. It was probably the worst mutilated body 
that has ever been carried out of the N. & W. yards 
since they have been ' 
(ted in this city.
